OLITICS is now a continuous performance in California, with 

P an election every few minutes, and spare time consumed in 

preparing for the next one. Which in part explains why 
the Senatorial campaign of November, 1916, bursts forth 
in January, 1915, almost two years ahead of itself, 

The week has developed a positive announcement from former 
Lieutenant-Governor Wallace, and also the news that Frank Heney 
has shaken the San Francisco dust from his patent leathers and 
hiked to San Francisco defeated him and Los 
Angeles gave him a good lead in November. Hence the transfer of 
his permanent address. Of the Wallace ambitions and platform 
basis, the Pasadena News tells us: 

‘‘T had expected in due time to announce myself as a candi- 
date for the United States Senatorship, but I do know what 
could have started the talk at Sacramento,’’ said Mr. Wallace. 
‘However, I think I shall be a candidate. It is a long, long way 
to Tipperary and it is also a long way to election time, but it is 
probable that my name will be placed before the people at the 
primary.’’ f 

From Sacramento it is reported that Wallace will 
‘‘dry’’ fight for the Senatorship, hoping to secure the solid vote of 
over 355,000 which was cast last November for State-wide prohi- 
bition. The former Lieutenant-Governor was one of the leaders 
in the prohibition ranks during the campaign and has since an- 
nounced that he will again take up the fight in 1916. 

“‘T should have been a candidate for the Governorship whether 
there was a ‘dry’ fight or not,’’ declared Mr. Wallace. ‘‘But any 
one who has known me in years past would know I would wage a 
fight against liquor, whether a candidate for the Senatorship or 
not.’’ 

Former Lieutenant-Governor Wallace resides at La Crescenta, 
eight miles northeast of Pasadena. His brother, Frank S. Wallace, 
is one of the leaders of the Progressive party in this city. Wallace 
is said to have made known his desire for the Senatorial toga when 
in Sacramento recently to open the Legislature. He is said to 
have started his friends there at work to begin a quiet campaign 
which will soon open. He figures, according to his friends, that he 
will be the only candidate for the Senatorship that will dare de- 
clare himself on the liquor question which he believes to be 4 grow- 
ing problem. Friends say he thinks Governor Johnson, who will 
also seek the Progressive nomination, will remain non-committal, 
and that Congressman William Kent, who also proposes to run, 
will also remain silent on this topic. With these two Progressives 
sidestepping the prohibition question, Wallace is said to believe he 
may get the Progressive nomination. He then believes that he 
can win handily over Senator Works’ alleged unpopularity with 
the existing Republican party in the State. The Democratic candi- 
date, according to Wallace supporters, will have the liquor inter- 
ests which will be on the wane by that time and, with the Repub- 
licans divided, the former Lieutenant-Governor hopes to become 
the next California member elected to the upper house of Con- 
gress. Besides his other grounds for running, Wallace is reported 
by friends to believe that Works’ successor should receive the 
time-honored custom of coming from Southern California. 

Whether the transfer of Heney’s base of professional and 
political operations to Los Angeles is a tacit admission that the 
suecessor to Senator Works must come from Southern California 
is left to the The San Francisco Chronicle tells of 
his going thus:

A fruit tree which is almost as 
magical a producer of wealth as the 
proverbial goose that laid the golden 
egg, is the precious possession of J, 
H. Walker, No. 1547 Las Palmas 
Avenue, Los Angeles. This tree, the 
acovado, or more commonly the al- 
ligator pear, is now laden with over 
3000 pears, averaging over a pound 
in weight. Mr. Walker asserts he 
will receive about $800 net for the 
crop. 

Hundreds of visitors to the Walker 
home have marveled at the sight of 
this giant magnolia-like tree bearing 
over a ton and a half of russet-hued 
pears each as large as a cantaloupe. 
The tree is 17 years old, thirty-five 
feet high and has a thirty-foot spread 
of branches. ‘The fruit begins to ma- 
ture early in January, but Mr. Walk- 
er has other avocados which ripen 
in different months, so he ig able to 
market in all season. There are four 
other seedling trees nearly as large 
as this prize tree on the Walker 
place and a dozen young budded va- 
rieties which at present produce be- 
tween fifty and 200 pears each, Mr. 
Walker estimates his total income 
from these few alligator pear trees 
to be over $2500 yearly. As there is 
practically no expense connected with 
the culture of the avocado this is 
nearly net profit. “It is just like 
picking up gold nuggets without dig 
|sing for them” declared the alliga- 
tor pear grower, with a smile. “The 
only real bother and cost in the busi- 
ness is carrying the pears to mar- 
'ket. The demand is larger than the 
supply, owing to the scarcity of the 
trees, and this keeps the price up,

CALIFORNIA MINING OUTPUT IN- 


CREASED DURING 1914, 


California State Mining Bureau, by 
F. McN. Hamilton, State mineralc- 





gist, issued its annual report. re- 
cently. The following is a synopsis: 
Mineral production in California 


during 1914 bids fair to show the 
usual annual increase in several de- 
partments. Figures are collected and 
published annually by the State 
Mining Bureau and are of inestima- 
ble value as they form a solid basis | 
for investigation looking toward new 
developments in the State, The 
complete and accurate figures for 
11914 are of course not yet available 
as many producers have not com- 
pleted their own annual reports. 
Enough data are at hand to warrant 
the following preliminary estimates: 
Oil 

Petroleum continues to hold the 
center of attention due to its great 
amount and value. Final figures will 
probably show a total production of 
nearly 104,000,000 barrels, an in- 
crease of some five million barrels 
over the previous year and the larg- 
| est production yet recorded. The 
|Value is not apt to show a propor- 
tionate gain but will be about $49,- 
000,000. Such a gain in production 
cannot be viewed as an unmixed 
blessing because about seven million 
barrels was not needed and went in- 
to storage where it continuously 
wastes and deteriorates. Profits to 
producers during the past six years 
have not increased in proportion with 
the amount of oil produced and less | 
than one-third of the producing com- 
panies will this year pay dividends 
amounting to about five milion dol- 
lars. 
Gold 

Gold gave California her start to- 
ward prosperity and continues to be 
a@ very important mineral product. 
During the past year there has been 
considerable activity in developing 
old properties, which had been idle, 
;and some increase over the produc- 
tion of the preceding year may be 
;expected to bring the total yield to 
over $21,000,000. Continued work on 
|old properties as well as the search 
| for new veins will undoubtedly be 
|rewarded and considerably increase 
our annual production. Some esti- 
mates of the amount of gold, re- 
maining buried in the ancient river 
|channels, “are as high as a_ billion 
|dollars, At any rate it is certain} 
that a great amount of gold remains 
and can be profitably extracted if 
legal restrictions can be so altered 
as to regulate hydraulic mining with- 
out throttling it.

THE LAND TITLE LAW 


The following, written by County 
Recorder I. S, Logan of Riverside 
County, throws some light on the 





workings of the new land title law: 
“The County Recorder, who is also 
the registrar, now finds himself con- 
fronted with the duty of handling the 
business of both without error; how- 
ever, until property is brought under 
the operation of the act as provided 
by law, the registrar has no juris- 
diction; he is not clothed with pow- 
er to determine the ownership of 
land when application is made for 
initial registration, and not until af- 
ter a certified copy of a decree of 
court has been filed with the regis- 
trar is the title under his control. 
“Land may be brought under the| 
operation of the Land Registration | 
Act by the owner if he so desires 
(the act is not obligatory), by filing 
with the County Clerk a verified pe- 
tition to the Superior Court; which 
petition must set forth such facts as 
The court 
may examine the petition or refer it, 
to an examiner of tities. \ 
“If it shall appear to the court | 
from an examination of the abtract, | 
or from the report of the examiner, 
or from the petition where no ab-| 
Stract is required, that the title to 
the land described in the application | 
appears as alleged, the court orders!
